Claims 7-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the method for operating the drive train of a motor vehicle as 
claimed, and particularly including reducing torque at shifting members involved in the shift by 
interrupting the force flux between the prime mover and power divider, by the opening a clutch 
in the automatic transmission; after completion of the shift, the control device restores the force 
flux by closing of said clutch and permitting a torque again at said shifting members; the motor 
vehicle has an activatable brake system; the control device monitors at least one of i) speed of 
the motor vehicle and ii) variables derived from the vehicle speed during a shift of the 
power divider; the control device activates the brake system as a function of the 
result of the monitoring, and including the remaining controls of claim 7.
